CELEBRATING  20  YEARS

Immediately  after  city  officials  con- 
firmed August  6  that  a  vacant  lot  on 
Illinois  and  20tt*  Streets  was  the  favored 
site  for  a  -lOO-bed  homeless  shelter  to 
replace  the  temporarv  shelter  on  3rd 
and  Mission  Rock,  residents  of  Dog- 
patch  —  on  the  eastern  slope  of  Potrero 
Hill  —  swung  into  action. 

Just  two  weeks  into  the  Dogpatch 
residents'  campaign,  on  August  19,  the 
Mayor's  Office  announced  that  the  City 
was  revising  the  plans  to  reduce  the 
bed  rapacity  of  the  proposed  facility. 

The  Dogpatch  residents'  plan  of  attack 
included  distributing  5,000  flyers, 
circulating  a  petition  supporting  a  50- 
bed  facility,  and  retaining  an  attorney. 
The  story  began  to  attract  media 
attention,  primarily  from  The  Examiner 
and  KRON-TV  news.  Residents  believe 
that  this  strategy  exerted  enough  pres- 
sure on  the  Mayor's  Office  to  force  the 
downsizing  of  the  facility. 

Dogpatch  residents  came  out  against 
the  initial  plan  for  a  500-bed  facility 
for  a  variety  of  reasons,  not  only  the 
bed  capacity  of  the  initial  plan,  which 
would  double  the  population  of  their 
neighborhood.  (The  Potrero  Boosters 
Neighborhood  Assn.  and  local  residents 
are  in  favor  of  a  50-bed  shelter  to  be 
located  in  the  same  area.) 

Residents  expressed  concerns  over 
that  particular  location  for  a  variety 
of  reasons.  Not  only  are  there  several 
bars  in  full  operation  in  the  same  block, 
but  the  preservation  of  the  historic  area 
in  which  the  proposed  site  was  located 
has  been  a  basic  goal  of  the  community 
for  quite  some  lime. 

The  residents  have  put  forth  much 
effort  to  solicit  developers  who  are 
interested  in  maintaining  the  flavor  of 
the  maritime  district  along  the  3rd 
Street  corridor.  As  news  of  the  shelter 
proposal  began  to  spread,  the  number 
of  interested  developers  diminished 
rapidly. 

John  Borg,  who  has  beeh  a  resident 
and  business  owner  in  that  area  for  10 
years,  spoke  with  The  View  and  stressed 


the  need  to  preserve  the  Pier  70  district. 
He  was  quick  to  point  out  that  Dogpatch 
is  not  vetoing  the  idea  of  a  shelter  in 
the  area,  but  that  residents  of  the  area 
were  greatly  concerned  with  a  facility 
of  that  size  in  their  neighborhood  and 
a  facility  of  any  size  on  that  particular 
property. 

Many  in  the  neighborhood  are  also 
upset  about  the  City's  approach  to  the 
project.  No  effort  was  made  by  the 
City  to  meet  with  the  residents  of  the 
area  and  address  possible  concerns. 
(The  story  of  the  new  shelter  broke  in 
the  San  Prancisco  Examiner  on  July  29, 
although  the  Mayor's  Office  would  not 
confirm  that  a  final  decision  had  been 
made  as  of  that  date.)  ~    -  ■ 


Additionally,  Borg  and  many  other 
inhabitants  of  the  district  believe  that 
the  area  has  become  a  dumping  ground 
for  the  city's  problems.  They  believe 
that  a  solution  to  the  homeless  problem 
will  not  be  found  with  one  large  shelter, 
which  would  leave  one  neighborhood  to 
deal  with  the  problem.  They  are  urging 
the  Mayor's  Office  to  contact  other 
neighborhoods,  thereby  distributing 
responsibility  for  the  homeless  through- 
out the  city. 

"We  want  to  work  with  the  City  and 
be  part  of  a  larger,  community-wide 
solution  to  solve  homelessness",  Borg 
said.  "Smaller  shelters  make  more  sense. 
Homeless  people  need  housing,  not  ware- 
housing. The  site  at  20th  and  Illinois 
is  a  bad  idea  for  a  tot  of  reasons.  We 
are  willing  to  explore  other,  more 
suitable  locations  within  our  district." 

Down  3rd  Street,  at  the  existing  600- 
bed  location  of  the  Mission  Rock  Shelter, 
the  residents  are  scrambling  to  find  other 
housing  solutions,  too.  The  population 
of  the  shelter  was  informed  on  August  17 
that  the  shelter  would  be  closed  on 
September  15  to  fulfill  the  City's  obli- 
gation to  the  Giants  and  their  new 
stadium. 

The  shelter  had  already  been  given 
an  extension  on  its  original  termination 
date  of  August  1  by  the  City  and  the 
Giants,  and  its  residents  must  find  a  new 
location  with  little  assistance  from  the 
city.

TWO  MEETINGS  WITH  DEVELOPER 

Neighbors  Note  Concerns 
On  New       St  Building 


Neighbors  of  S&C  Ford  at  17th  and 
Rhode  Island  Streets  met  August  7  and 
21  with  the  developer  of  a  huge  multi- 
media center  planned  for  that  location 
to  express  their  concerns  about  what 
will  replace  the  automobile  service  gar- 
age, due  to  move  soon. 

The  current  building  is  slated  for  de- 
molition and  developer  Ron  Kaufman, 
husband  of  Supervisor  Barbara  Kaufman, 
is  scheduled  to  construct  a  building  that 
would  cover  the  entire  block  and  con- 
tain more  than  300,000  square  feet  of 
multimedia  space  that  will  eventually 
bring  1,000  employees  to  Potrero  Hill. 
The  tenant  for  the  new  space  is  called 
macro-media. 

At  the  August  7  meeting  with  neigh- 
bors, Hill  activist  Babette  Drefke  re-- 
ported  to  The  View,  issues  such  as 
height,  parking,  open  space  and  congest- 
ion were  discussed. 

The  developer  told  the  group  that  tlie 
building  will  not  exceed  40  feet  in 
height,  except  at  elevator  towers,  where 
it  will  rise  to  52  feet.  In  some  places 
the  building  will  be  as  low  as  27  feel. 

With  1,000  employees  expected  to 
work  in  the  building,  there  will  only  be 
room  for  630  underground  employee 
parking  spaces.  "We  worry  whether  that 
will  be  enough,"  Drefke  noted. 

Neighborhood  questions  and  concerns 
after  the  initial  presentation  included: 

*  The  need  for  more  open  space  or 
setbacks  from  the  street. 

•  The  proposal  threatened  the  char- 
acter of  the  neighborhood,  particularly 
the  single  family  homes  across  the 
street,  neighbors  said,  adding  that  the 


proposed  building  was  unbroken  end 
monotonous. 

•  A  number  of  residents  feared  that 
their  panoramic  views  would  be  jeopar- 
dized by  the  building. 

At  a  meeting  two  weeks  later,  Kauf- 
man returned  with  some  changes  that 
appeared  to  take  into  account  neigh- 
borhood concerns  expressed  at  the  prev- 
ious meeting.  Among  them  were: 

•  The  facade  of  the  building  will  be 
broken  up  so  it  will  be  more  like  separ- 
ate buildings  instead  of  one  big  office/ 
factory.  It  will  also  include  more  vert- 
ical lines,  to  help  it  blend  visually  with 
nearly  liousing. 

•  There  will  be  a  setback  of  20'  by  60' 
at  the  corner  of  Mariposa  and  Kansas  ■ 
Streets,  creating  an  open  space  park 
accessible  to  the  neighborhood  in  the 
daytime. 

•  The  height  of  the  building  at  Kansas 
and  Mariposa  Streets  will  be  29'  instead 
of  the  40'  plus  12'  for  elevator  shafts. 

A  number  of  neighbors  expressed  con- 
cern about  the  possibility  that  illumin- 
ated signs  would  reflect  into  nearby  res- 
idences. Some  neighbors  also  wanted  to 
maintain  as  much  of  their  views  as  poss- 
ible and  were  lobbying  to  lower  the  Mar- 
iposa Street  side  of  the  complex  to  20' 
by  adding  the  footage  subtracted  from 
there  to  the  17th  Street  side,  Drefke 
told  The  View. 

Kaufman  indicated  he  would  be  back 
for  another  neighborhood  meeting  in 
October.  Plans  for  the  building  have 
not  yet  been  approved  by  the  City.  It 
is  expected  that  once  approved,  con- 
struction will  take  18  months.

Concerns  were  raised  uboul  forthcoming  Federal  monetary  cutbacks  that  had  caused 
staffing  layoffs  at  the  Caleb  Clark  Clinic  and  had  put  the  future  of  the  center  in 
doubt.  The  Clinic's  chief  attempted  to  assure  the  community-based  advisory  commit- 
tee that  he  would  try  to  obtain  additional  clerical  staff  by  October,  1989. 

PROJECT  TENANTS  MEET  TO  PROPOSE  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  Potrero  Tenants  Assn.  held  two  meetings  in  August,  1989,  and  came  up  with  a  list 
of  proposals  for  David  GiUmore,  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Housing  Authority. 
Among  them:  that  emergency  repairs  be  carried  out  within  24  hours,  and  non-emer- 
gency within  five  days;  that  basic  maintenance  be  carried  out  with  specific  dates  given 
for  repairs;  that  additional  people  be  hired  to  maintain  the  grounds;  that  vacant 
apartments  be  filled  within  72  hours;  that  the  Housing  Authority  Police  be  revitalized; 
that  infant  day  care  and  parenting  education  classes  for  young  mothers  be  established; 
and  that  an  abandoned  apartment  be  reha'iilitated  for  a  drug  prevention  and  educa- 
tion center. 

NEW  MIDDLE  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL  LOOK  FORWARD  TO  CHALLENGES  ;  ASKS 

FOR  HELP  ~  "  '  

Paul  D.  White  named  in  1989  as  the  new  principal  at  Potrero  HiU  Middle  School, 
wrote  in  a  letter  to  Hie  View  that  he  hoped  parents  would  let  him  know  immediately 
if  they  saw  any  activity  on  the  school  grounds  that  could  be  potentially  harmful.  He 
invited  parents  to  visit  the  school  and  come  and  talk  to  him  personally.  He  challenged 
parents  with  children  in  private  schools  to  talk  to  him,  and  said,  "111  prove  to  you  how 
needlessly  you're  spending  your  money  and  how  superior  a  program  and  environment 
we  can  offer  your  child." 

NEPOTISM,  HEALTHY  FOOD  MAKE  SALLY'S  A  HILL  HIT  / 

Sally  Seymour  opened  Sally's  Restaurant  at  16th  and  DeHaro  in  June  1986,  with  the 
help  of  her  daughter  and  partner.  Katherine  Arrow,  who  has  a  degree  in  hotel  and 
restaurant  management  and  served  as  a  junior  manager  at  the  Hyatt  Regency  before 
joining  her  mother  full-time.  "It's  not  health  food,  perse,  but  real  and  unadulterated 
healthy  food,"  SaUy  says.

t  Farley's  coffeehouse  on  l8th  Street. 

Although  born  in  San  Francisco,  he 
pent  his  early  year*  in  Phoenix,  where 
e  lived  until  he  graduated  from  liigh 


number,  got  another  editor  and  went 
home  for  dinner.  They  forwarded  the 
message,  because  Jackie  called  my 
house  around  6  p.m.  We  then  had  this 
long  conversation  where  she  acted  like 
an  editor  and  said,  "1  loved  your  book" 
and  so  on.  I  got  off  the  phone  and 
thought  "If  I  do  a  book  wiili  this  person 
and  there's  ever  a  problem,  am  1  going 
to  fee!  completely  comfortable  calling 
up  Jackie  Onassis  to  complain?"  So  I 
called  my  agent  and  told  her  what 
happened.  She  said,  "What?  What? 
What?"  and  then  said  "I'll  go  ahead  and 
write  the  release,  it's  just  another  pub-

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school  and  went  to  Harvard  University  to 
study  mathematics.  In  1971,  after 
dropping  out  of  Harvard,  where  he  had 
been  pursuing  a  Ph.U  and  teaching  math.

POTRERO  VIEW:  When  did  you  begin 
youi^  career  as  a  cartoonist? 

LARRY  GONICK:  After  I  dropped  out 
of  Harvard,  I  did  a  political  strip  called 
"Boston  Comix,"  for  "Boston  After  Dark," 
a  weekly  paper.  They'd  done  some  inuck- 
raking^  stories  and  wurited  mc  to  do  ill- 
ustrations. Instead,  I  told  them  I'd  do  it 
as  a  weekly  strip  and  tell  the  story  that 
way.  But  the  thing  that  got  me  into 
this  was  not  that  I  could  get  published, 
it  was  the  idea  I  could  educate  with 
comics  and  not  just  satirize  things.  It 
was  a  radical  use  of  the  medium  and  1 
wanted  to  do  political  education, 

PV:  Jackie  Onassis  was  your  editor, 
at  Doubleday.  for  "The  Cartoon  Hist- 
ory of  the  Universe."  How  did  that 
come  about? 

LG:  Someone  I  knew  in  New  York  knew 
Jackie  and  gave  her  the  comics  and  she 
liked  them.  Then  my  friend  called  me 
one  day  and  said  "You  don't  know  this, 
but  I  know  Jackie  Onassis  and  gave  her 
your  work.  I  didn't  want  to  call  you  un- 
til It  looked  serious,  but  i  think  they 
want  to  publish  it.  So.  why  don't  you 
call  her?"  She  gave  me  the  office  numb- 
er and  I  paced  around  and  waited  until 
Jackie  went  home.  Then  1  called  the 


lisning  house." 

PV:  Did  you  have  a  good  working  re- 
lationship with  Onassis? 

LG:  Oh,  yes,  excellent.  1  didn't  get 
edited  at  all.  Editors  have  different 
functions  and  one  of  them  is  to  edit  you, 
but  not  many  of  them  know  how  to  edit 
comics.  The  other  one  is  to  cheerlead 
for  you  within  the  publishing  company 
and  make  sure  that  the  publicists  do 
their  job.  She  was  fantastic  at  that. 

PV:  Did  she  help  you  in  other  ways? 

LG:  Yes.  She  pulled  some  strings  and 
sent  the  book  out  in  advance  to  get 
blurbs  for  the  jacket.  Even  without  her 
name,  we  got  very  good  blurbs  from 
Isaac  Asimov  and  Carl  Sagan.  But  she 
also  sent  it  to  Ann  Landers,  whom  she 
knew,  who  said,  "I  won't  do  the  jacket 
copy,  but  i  will  plug  the  book  in  my 
column."  She  plugged  it  in  early  Dec- 
ember, before  Christmas,  and  suddenly 
they  couldn't  print  books  fast  enough. 

That  one  event  changed  my  career  for- 
ever. It  was  unbelievable.  Then  a 
couple  of  months  later,  Ann  Landers 
got  this  letter  from  an  irate  woman  in 
the  Bible  Belt  who  went  through  the 
book  and  found  every  reference  that 
satirized  religion  or  sex.    She  xeroxed 
pages,  sent  them  to  Landers  and  said 
"How  can  you  recommend  this  book  for 
children?"  So,  Landers  sent  it  all  to 
Jackie.  1  caught  wind  of  it  and  thought 
"Three  months  ago.  1  was  just  some 
struggling  cartoonist  and  now  I've  got 
Ann  Landers  mad  at  Jackie  Onassis. 
How  did  this  happen?" 

PV:  How  did  Onassis  respond? 

LG:  Well,  that  was  a  wonderful  thing. 
1  called  her  and  said,  "What's  going  on?" 
She  said,  "Don't  worry  about  it.  The 
problem  here  is  Ann  Landers  doesn't  know 
what  to  tell  these  people.  I  will  take 
care  of  it."  So  she  went  to  the  religion 
editor,  Tom  Cahill  —  the  author  of 
"How  the  Irish  Saved  Civilization"  — 


and  he  took  every  one  of  the  points  the 
woman  objected  to  and  defended  me  on 
everyone.  Jackie  sent  the  two-page, 
letter  and  that  took  care  of  it.  Now  Ann 
Landers  will  never  plug  another  book  for 
me,  but  it  was  a  very  interesting  thing  to 
watch. 

PV:  Who  came  up  with  the  concept  for 

"The  Cartoon  Guide  to  Sex?" 

LG:  My  publisher  suggested  it.  When- 
ever 1  finish  a  book,  we  talk  about  what 
the  next  one  is  going  to  be  and  who's 
available  to  be  co-author,  what  subjects 
are  interesting  and  what  they  think  will 
sell.  So  the  idea  was  suggested  and  1 
knew  some  people  !  could  do  it  with. 

PV:  Which  was  CIn  stine  DeVault. 

LG:  Originally,  it  was  Christine  and  her 
husband,  who  were  co-authors  of  a  human 
sexuality  textbook.  But  he  died-during 
the  early  stages  of  the  project. 

PV:  Tell  me  about  the  collaboration 
process.  How  did  you  work  with  Christ- 
ine? 

LG:  Strictly  at  arm's  length.  By  email 
mostly  and  the  phone. 

PV:  Did  Christine  write  the  text  first? 

LG:  The  content  of  the  book  was  mainly 
her  responsibility,  because  I  defer  to  the 
expert  or  educator.  After  we  figured  out 
what  the  12  chapters  should  be,  she  sent 
me  a  draft  of  each  one.  Then  the  wrest- 
ling match  starts  and  I  act  like  an  editor 
and  pare  it  way  down.  Whenever  I  colla- 
borate with  anybody,  they  always  write 
too  long  for  the  cartoon  medium,  so  most 
of  it  gets  rewritten  by  me. 

PV:  Since  Christine  teaches  at  Cabrillo 
College,  were  college  students  the  target 
audience  for  the  book? 

LG:  That  was  the  target  audience.  But 
quite  frankly,  1  think  it's  for  teenagers. 
Kids  hear  about  sex  ail  the  time.  Sex. 


Sex.  Sex.  Turn  on  the  TV  and  count  the 

number  of  times  you  hear  the  work  "sex" 
and  then  count  the  number  of  times  you 
hear  the  word  "condom."  The  score  would 
be  about  100  to  nothing.  And  the  more  1 
talk  to  people  about  this,  the  more  im- 
portant 1  think  it  is  for  14  or  15  year  olds 
to  get  a  realistic  idea  of  what  sex  is 
about.  Instead  of  having  people  talking 
about  it  realistically,  we  h  ave  a  society 
where  people  come  at  it  from  two  differ- 
ent directions  and  fight  with  each  other. 
You  have  smarmy  radio  talk  show  hosts 
and  puritanical  politicians.  I'd  like  to  see 
Howard  Stern  and  Henry  Hyde  tied  up  in 
the  same  condom  and  dropped  somewhere. 

PV:  How  long  did  you  work  on  "The 
Cartoon  Guide  to  Sex"? 

LG:  From  start  to  finish,  it  probably  took 
two  years  of  real  work.  For  the  last  six 
months,  just  drawing  the  book  was  full 
time. 

PV:  What  did  you  enjoy  most  about  work- 
ing on  the  book? 

LG:  Thinking  of  jokes  for  the  book  was  a 
lot  of  fun.  And  there  are  a  couple  of 
chapters  in  which  we  got  to  play  around 
a  little  bit.  Like  the  chapter  on  comm- 
unication and  talking  about  sex  has  some 
pretty  good  stuff  in  it. 

PV:  What  was  the  biggest  challenge? 

LG:  The  biggest  challenge  was  how  to 
walk  the  line  graphically.  I  wanted  it  to 
be  a  little  bit  sexy,  but  not  smutty.  And 
it  had  to  have  some  kind  of  tone  that 
wasn't  too  far  over  the  edge  yet  not  bor- 
ing and  clinical. 

PV:  Have  you  received  feedback  on  the 

book  yet? 

LG:  Not  a  lot,  but  I've  had  very  good 
feedback  from  psychotherapists.  I 
haven't  talked  to  a  lot,  but  the  ones 
1  have  talked  to  are  very  enthusiastic. 
And  we're  thinking  about  using  some  of 
these  comments  as  endorsements. 

PV:  How  involved  are  you  in  the  prom- 
otion of  the  book? 

LG:  Reasonably  involved. 

PV:  Out  of  necessity  or  do  you  like  to 

promote  the  books? 

LG:  I'd  prefer  not  to.  But  it's  a  fact  of 
life  now;  authors  have  to  be  involved  in 
promotions.  Basically  I've  been  doing 
radio  interviews  that  are  set  up  by  phone. 
Like  someone  in  the  East  Coast  who  is 
doing  drive  time  radio,  calls  up  and  1 
talk  for  10  minutes. 

PV:  What  project  are  you  working  on 
now? 

LG:  It's  the  third  installment  of  the 

"Cartoon  History  of  the  Universe"  and  it 
covers  world  history  from  the  years  570 
to  1492.  Of  course,  it  includes  the  Midd- 
le Ages  and  a  lot  happened  during  that 
time  even  though  we  kind  of  think  of 
them  as  "bland."  For  example,  the 
greatest  period  of  Chinese  civilization 
was  basically  between  the  years  600- 
1200  and  the  Islamic  world  also  flourish- 
ed then.  So  it's  going  to  be  about  a  lot 
of  interesting  things  and  the  ways  the 
whole  world  interacted  at  that  time. 
It's  due  early  next  year  and  has  a  fall 
publication  date.

Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House 
August  1  to  remember  the  life  and  work 
of  Ruth  Davidow.  a  longtime  llill  resi- 
dent who  died  June  28  at  the  age  of  87. 

Davidow  Had  been  trained  as  a  nurse 
and  served  in  the  Abi'aham  Lincoln 
Brigade  fighting  against  the  fascist 
forces  in  the  Spanish  Civil  War.  In  1966, 
she  and  fellow  Lincoln  Brigade  veterans 
were  awarded  honorary  citizenship  by 
Spain. 

In  addition  to  providing  aid  as  a  nurse 
in  Spain,  she  worked  as  a  nurse  with  a 
number  of  other  groups: 

•  The  citizens  of  Havana  after  the 
1959  Cuban  Revolution; 

*  Freedom  Riders  in  Mississippi  during 
Freedom  Summer  in  the  mid-1960s; 


*  Native  Americans  during  their 
occupation  of  Alcatraz  Island  in  1970.' 

She  served  as  a  member  of  the  Medi- 
cal Committee  for  Human  Rights  and 
Head  Start,  and  was  a  faculty  member 
at  the  UCSF  Medical  School  of  Nursing. 
Davidow  also  served  as  a  delegate  at 
the  Fourth  International  Women's  Con- 
ference in  Beijing,  and  made  a  number 
of  documentary  films  and  videos. 

"I'm  hoping  when  1  do  the  Beijing 
documentary,"  she  said  in  a  1995  inter- 
view, "to  show  young  people  that  you 
don't  have  to  be  a  VIP  —  because  I 
never  was  —  and  you  don't  have  to  be 
the  smartest  or  the  most  successful. 
All  you  need  is  a  great  commitment  to 
the  life  you're  living  and  the  community 
you're  in,  and  the  rest  of  it  is  joy." 


Parks  Advocates  Launch
